pailes for Truth, and adds to the general Prejudice. 
Hence the Force and Effeé of pubtick Lycs, which 
are the Food and Strength of Party; and this Effect 
is a notable Aggravation of their Wickednets. 

it is extreamly blameable in any Man, by any 
Means, to difturb and inflame the People, on account 
ot his private Difpufts ; and when he dosy it by Falfi- 
fications, Inventions, malicious S:orics, and perfonal 
Cailumnies, it is infamous. Perhaps he himielf may 
not fo Judge of his Conduét, or in the leaft cenfure 

‘for ir; fince Men abandoned ro their Paffions, 
arc apt to conftrue every thing to bejuft which gratifies 
their Paflions ; or probably their Refentment may fo 
far tranfport them, that they believe to be True 
whatever hurts or expofes the Manthey hate. And 
this may be fome Excufe fcr the unreafonable Conduét 
of angry Men; but it can be none for thofe who 
have not the fame Caufe to be angry. Ic is indeed an 
Indignity to Reafon, and A& of Folly, for any Man 
to wax Wroth merely becau‘é another Man does, for 
Feobn to rail without Cute, becaule ances pretends 
to have Caute. 

Or what Concern was it to the People of Great 
Britain, that the Earl of Mar, always reckoned an 
artful Man, and the Duke of Ormond, never cftcemed 
a very able Man, were removed from their Emplovy- 
ments bya Prince, who th ught he had more Reaton 
to difmifs them than to confide in them? Did the 
King in thus difmiffing them, at all {train the Pre- 
rogative, of violate any onc Law ? Yet we all remem- 
ber what Outrages followed that Difmiffion, efpecially 
that of the Duke, as if he had been the 4t/ 4s of the 
Charch, and the Church muft have fallen with him, 
infomuch that to fave the Church and reftore her 
Champion, all the Aéts of Fury, Perjury, Irretigion, 
and Madnefs that could be committed, were com- 
mitted ; the vileit Calumnies were publifhed, in de- 
fence of the Caufe of Truth ; and a barbarous Re- 
bellion was raifed by the Advocates for Pafive Obe- 
dience. 

Cou tp there be more glaring Impicty grafted upon 
glaring Abfurdities? But elaring as both were, the
